BLACK STEEL CASQUE with broad peaked brim and socket for 


nasal, crown ornamented with hammered ribs.—Common- 
wealth. See tllustration. 


HIGH COMBED MORION of black steel with bright steel comb 
and horseshoe bands, brass rosettes on crown, and double 
peaked curved brim.—16¢h Century. See illustration. 


OLD GERMAN SPONTOON (an Officer’s), with crass bar, blade 
engraved with double eagles, crown, orb, and sceptre. 


PaRTIzAN, lateral blades, pierced and ornamented.—FProdably 
temp. Charles J. 


Halbard with long spike ‘rising from pierced steel ball, blade 
and hook pierced and engraved, medallions with figures 
on either side of head, short cross bar, shaft ornamented 
with pattern ofsmall steel nails.—Frobably temp. Henry VITI, 


Zulu stabbing assegai from Isandula; and finely carved 
paddle-shaped club from Samoa, 


French Cuirassier’s breast and back plates, brass studs, and 
brass-scaled shoulder straps, ‘from the field of Waterloo.” 
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TWO-EDGED TUCK OR FOINING RAPIER, with pierced cup and 
basket hilt. In a deep groove on both sides of blade is 
engraved R.E.R.E.R., and an armourer’s mark.—TZemp. 
early 17th Century. See tllustration. 


LONG TWO-EDGED TUCK OR RAPIER, with basket hilt and brass 
wire handle, in black leather sheath._— Zemp. 16th Century. 
See tllustration. 


SPANISH RAPIER, flat blade with fine fluted shell cup guard and 
knuckle bow, the cross bars curved alternately with en- 
graved terminals.—Zate 16th or early 17th Century. See 
tllustration. 

SPANISH RAPIER, flat blade with cross hilt and pierced cup 
guard, in black leather brass-mounted sheath.—La¢e 16¢h or 
early 17th Century. See illustration. 


SMALL SWORD, with knuckle bow and pierced steel guard» 
engraved three-cornered blade and copper wire handle, in 
white calf skin sheath. —18¢h Century. See tllustration. 


SMALL SWORD with mother-o’-pearl handle, three-cornered 
blade, damascened and engraved, and embossed guard in 
shagreen sheath.—18¢h Century. See illustration. 


FRENCH DANCING RAPIER with knuckle bow richly embossed 
with silver hilt and grip, oval medallion with figures and 
motto, ‘‘ Amour hait longueil” on both sides of blade.— Zems, 
18th Century. See illustration. 


BLACK RAPIER with damascened and engraved three-cornered 
blade, and embossed guard, and chiselled hilt, 


Two partizans with heavy ash shafts, the butts shod with iron 
points. 

ONE HALF SUIT ARMOUR of steel morion with extra high 
comb, tilted double-peak brim, and pierced ear pieces, 
gorget, pauldrons, back and breast plates with extra broad 
tassets or tuilles.—Zemp. 16th Century. See illustration. 


Bronze axe head, found at Edmonston, Lanarkshire, 1818, part 
of the collection of James Brown, Esq., of Edmonston, maternal 
grandfather of Lady Boyd.

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CouTEAU DE CHASSE with brass deer foot handle, embossed 
with acorn and oak leaf design, fluted blade, engraved and 
inscribed ‘‘Sebastian Ernandes,” in brass-mounted leather 
sheath. 


CouUTEAU DE CHASSE with grooved triangular blade and brass- 
mounted ebony grip, scroll pattern of small brass studs; in 
black leather sheath, brass-mounted. 


HuNTING sworD with fluted blade engraved with hounds, 
buckhorn handle and clam shell guard.— Zemp. Charles IZ, 


FRENCH HUNTING SWORD with ebony handle and brass guard, 
shield and mounting heavily embossed with figures of oe 
chase.—17¢h Century. 


Small steel dagger, the grip represents the Angel of Pity with 
the Misericordein her hand.— Probably French—see “‘ Roman 
de la Rose,” by Jean de Meun. | 


ANCIENT STEEL DAGGER with broad tapering blade fluted and 
engraved with signs, ivory handle with silver and ebony 
studs, in black sheath, silver mounted. 


STEEL MISERICORDE with cross guard and_ three-cornered 
blade, fluted terminals and pommel. —- Probably temp. Queen 
Mary. See illustration. 


FINE OLD HIGHLAND DIRK, wooden handle of finely 
carved interlaced ‘work, slightly swelling grip, deeply 
shouldered, brass cap, flat topped stud in central band of 
brass between handle and blade, which is grooved and scroll 
pattern. 


Roman sword (copy), black handle, brass mounted. 
British sword of bronze (copy). 


Pair old regulation cavalry swords, “said to have been used at 
Waterloo,” 


ANTIQUE SWORD with pierced and engraved guard and 
flaming blade bearing on both sides a wolf mark, the 
armourer’s mark of an arm with the date 1558 and inscribed 
on one side with the name “Sebastian” and on the other 
‘“« Hernanter.” 
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34 CUT AND THRUST SWORD with ivory grip and 
half basket guard. The blade is double grooved and 
inscribed on both sides ‘“ Andria Farara,” black leather 
steel-mounted sheath. TZhis sword belonged to Capiain 
Porteous of the Edinburgh Town Guard, who was hung by 
the mob in the Grassmarket, Edinburgh, at the Porteous 
Riot in 1737 (see “ Heart of Midlothian” by Sir Walter 
Scott). Lt formerly belonged to a Mrs Stevenson and was 
presented by her in 1855 to Mr Arthur, Solicitor Supreme 
Courts of Scotland, Edinburgh.—See inscription on blade. 


35 HIGHLAND SWORD with tapering double-edged blade, 
slightly ribbed on upper part, and insciibed on both sides, 
‘‘ Andrea Ferrara,” with eight groups of four dots and the 
Armourer’s mark, pierced and engraved guard and semi 
basket hilt, in black leather steel mounted sheath. 


36 HIGHLAND SWORD with long broad double-edged biade, 
inscribed ‘‘ Andrea Ferrara,” and the gold cross and ball 
on both sides of the blade, embossed cup, and basket 
guard with engraved and conical pommel. TZ/is 7s a very 
jine specimen of the true early Andrea Ferrara. 


37 HIGHLAND SWORD, pierced basket hilt with Fleur-de- 
lis and figure of eight in the open parts, broad two-edged 
and slightly tapering blade,’ inscribed on one side 
“IJIA-N-D-III RIA III.” and the cross and ball, on 
the other side ‘‘IJJF-A-R III A-R:A. III.” with the 
Armourer’s mark.—‘' rom the Field of Culloden.” 


38 HIGHLAND SWORD with broad heavy blade of great 
length and slightly tapering with triple grooves near guard, 
massive hilt, partly open and partly pierced.—‘“‘ From the 
field of Prestonpans.” 


39 HIGHLAND CLAYMORE with long tapering double-edged 
blade, pierced basket hilt with Fleur-de-lis and figure of 
eight in open part, in black leather steel-mounted sheath. 


40 Highland dirk, silver mounted, with knife, fork, and sheath. 
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Pair oF STEEL HIGHLAND PrsTots with slides for belt, flint locks 
and ram’s horn butts: The sides of the stocks are inlaid 
with scroll work, the butts have a circle of inlaid work on 
both sides, and the barrels have the maker’s mark and 
initials R.H.R. 


ANCIENT SCOTTISH GLAIVE of peculiar form ap- 
proaching nearly to that of the Lochaber axe. 4 facsimile 
of this weapon ts engraved in Drummond's Ancient Scottish 
Weapons— Plate XXX I.— Probably 14th Century. 


HIGHLAND TARGE of wood and leather with boss of brass 
in centre, pierced for spike and surmounted by a double circle 
of brass nail heads. Between this circle and the margin 
are arranged five smaller bosses similarly pierced, and 
between each a half circle of brass nail eas with a flat 
brass stud in centre of each. 


Frat HIGHLAND POWDER HORN, silver-mounted with scroll 
work at ends, and rings on inner curve. 


OxLp BorDER WARDEN’S TOUTING HORN, silver-mounted. The 
tip is carved to represent a thistle and on the mounting at 
base is a crest of stag’s head and motto, “ Hactenus 
Invictus.” | 

Indian Scimitar with broad blade and inlald silver handle. 

Set of Janissaries armour, of—Gorget, back and breast plates 
ornamented with fluted pattern. 


Ancient Maroo or Persian shield, engraved and embossed 
with two spears of antelope horn. 

Sword from Nepaul called ‘‘Korah,” curved blade with 
hatchet end deeply engraved with broad border of stars. 
and circles, on each side of the broad end is a medallion 
of inlaid scarlet enclosing a star of seven points, 


MaLay Kris in blue velvet sheath with chased silver mount- 
ing, blade richly damascened in silver and adorned with 
fretwork and brass inlays, finely carved ivory handle 
mounted in gold and turquoise. 


BROAD CURVED INDIAN DAGGER, ruby hilt, and red velvet 
sheath with rich copper chasings. 
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Indian dagger with curved silver handle, and velvet sheath 
richly mounted with silver repousse work. 


Persian dagger with silver inlaid handle in velvet sheath. | 


wo Abyssinian casting spears, “‘ Zaken at the battle of Arogee 
in front of Magdala by the 4th King’s Own.” 


Indian knife with heavy cutting blade, handle inlaid with 


silver design. 

Indian kouttar with broad curved blade and gold inlaid handle 
in green shagreen sheath, — 

Indian kouttar with broad straight blade, silver embossed 
hand guard and embossed sheath. 

Arab dagger with broad curved blade, engraved silver hilt. 

Persian dagger with ivory handle, straight blade inlaid with 
gold. 

INDIAN DAGGER with oan curved and ribbed blade and 
massive green jade carved handle in leather sheath. 


Indian dagger with short curved blade, and handle to en- 
circle the hand. 


Long Malay dagger with horn handle carved as a deity. 


African sword with long curved two-edged blade and 
prominent midrib, horn handle, “ used for reaping as well as 
war.” 

Two African Assegais, ‘‘ used in the second Zulu war.” 

NORMAN HELMET with high peak crest, beHieved Archer's. See 
illustration. 

STEEL CASQUE or “lobster-tailed helmet,” with ear pieces and 
nasal, the upper end broadened into an ornament of fine 
floral design.—Zemp. Charles of worn by an Officer of . 
pikemen. See tlustration. 

CAP-A-PIE SUIT OF STEEL ARMOUR, of—heimet, gorget 
pauldrons, rere and van braces, back and breast plates, 
tassets, tuilles, long steel boots comprising cuisse, jamb and 
broad-toed solarettes, and gauntlets (gorget, tassets, and 
tuilles modern). Helmet richly ornamented with brass 
studs, crown fluted with hammered ribs and engraved stud 
and rosette; throat piece extra broad of triple plates with 
scalloped upper edges.— Believed 16th Century. Steel boots 
probably same aate. 
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68 HaLBaRD with long engraved spike rising from ball socket 
crescent blade and recurved back spike, shaft covered with 
black velvet studded with brass nails, and collar of heavy 
fringe.—Leleved Temp. Henry VIL/. 


69 HatparD, head with short four-sided spike and pierced axe 
with convex edge, pierced three-leaved back spike, shaft 
covered with black velvet and cide en with brass nails.— 
Probably Temp. Mary. 


70 HALBARD of Old Edinburgh Town Guard. 


71 Halbard of Old Edinburgh Canongate Guard. 

Note.—The above two halbards were presented to the late Sir 
John Boyd about the year 1870 by a member of the Corpora- 
tion of the City of Edinburgh, in whose family they had been 
for a long period of years. Facsimiles of these halbards are 
still used by the Corporation on ceremonial occasions. 


72 TWO-HANDED SWORD, blade forty-five inches, double 
edged and finely tapering, on one side is engraved a two 
handed sword on scroll,and below is inscribed D- '-¥°12gt-’-- 
on the other side BG Mae. between two groups of 
four dots, the quillons straight from clam shell in centre, 
grip of leather and steel studs, pommel of steel globe and 
knob.—£arly English, probably 15th Century. . See tllustra- 
z10n. 


73 1WO HANDED SWORD, Swiss sword of state, with 
polygonal pommel and grip of leather, bound with ribbon 
of steel, double quillons of twisted steel, the upper ones 
curving sharply towards the points, the lower ones bent 
inversely closely approaching the blade, the double-edged 
blade is deeply grooved in upper part and clamped to a 
reinforce of bold design.—Zarly 15th Century. See 
illustration. 

74 TILTING HELM, fine example of rare form, back finely fluted, 
and perforation on crown for crest.—Larly 15th Century. 
See tllustration. 

75 VERY FINE MORION, double peaked curved brim, richly 
engraved in tapering panels and ornamented with brass 
studs, with claw peak to crest.— Zem. Middle 16th Century. 
See illustration. P 
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76 BACK AND BREAST PLATES AND TWO PAULDRONS, with pairjof 
long steel tassets from waist to knee, terminating in 
ornamented knee-caps. — Probably demt-lancer’s armour, 
late 16th or early 17th Century, 


77 PaiR GAUNTLETS. 


78 MARTEL-DE-FER, or horseman’s hammer, probably Engitsh, 
late 15th or early 16th Century. Note.—Charles Martel, 
grandfather of Charlemagne, was named from this weapon. 


79 LARGE STEEL MACE with seven lateral projections and spike. 
—Probably English, late 15th Century. 


80 SMALLER STEEL MACE with eight lateral projections and spike. 
—Probably English, late 15th Century. 


81 Copy of small steel battle axe with engraved blade. 


82 SMALL BATTLE AXE with wood handle.—/vobably early 16th 
Century. 


83 Saxon CORPORATION AXE with ivory shaft and engraved 
panels illustrating various crafts.—17¢h Century. 


84 CAP-A-PIE SUIT OF STEEL ARMOUR, of—high combed 
helmet, gorget, pauldrons, rere and van braces, back and ~ 
breast plates, extra long tuilles or tassets, and steel boots. 
The suit is richly ornamented with brass studs. Zhe work- 
manship of this suit is of great excellence. Prasad sian Late 
16th or Early 17th Century. 


85 PAULDRONS AND GORGET combined, ornamented by 
border of bold leaf pattern, the rim of the gorget of thick 
rope pattern—these formed part of the ‘ Allecret” or 
Armour of Infantry, 1550. BACK AND BREAST 
PLATES of embossed steel, divided into panels by broad 
ribbons of floral design, and panels containing handsomely 
embossed figures of two knights in complete armour with 
shields and pole-axes; below the waist the breast plate is 
engraved with a military trophy of banners and pole-axes, 
the back-plate is ornamented with the same ribbons of 
floral design.

86 HALF SUIT ARMOUR, of—casque, gorget, pauldrons, back 
and breast plates, tassets, and tuilles.—Zemp, James 1. See 
tllustration. 


87 Mahratta sabre with steel gauntlet affixed, inlaid with gold in 
red velvet sheath. 


88 Ancient horseman’s sabre from Desert of Soos, Morocco, 
horn-handle and iron hand guard with three quillons in 
red morocco leather sheath, silver mounted. 


89 Indian tulwar with serrated blade. 
go Do. do., larger size, 


91 Two Do. do., with silver plated hilts. 


gz Kyber knife, horn handle and brass inlaid mounting, blade 
deeply grooved and chased. 


93 Turkish yataghan with finely chased silver hilt which extends 
with graceful pattern along back of blade, blade engraved 
on one side with Turkish characters, and on the other 
with delicate design. 


94 Indian sword with straight blade and figure hilt. 


95 CAP-A-PIE SUIT OF STEEL ARMOUR, richly engraved 
and originally inlaid with gold, of—helmet, gorget, back and 
breast plates, pauldrons, rare and van braces, apron of fine 
chain mail, tuilles, cuisses, steel boots -with broad-toed 
solarettes, and gauntlets, to the breast-plate is attached a 
hinged lance-rest, the target or shield is circular and slightly 
concave, engraved with a broad border of foliated scroll 
work and five bands of the same pattern, which meet at 
the apex. In the centre of the shield a sharp quadrilateral 
spike rises from a modelled cluster of steel leaves.— 
Belteved 16th Century.

98 Persian scimitar, hilt inlaid with gold, shagreen sheath, silver- 
mounted, blade deeply grooved and inscription in gold 
“~haracters 
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Japanese sword in scabbard.

Indian scimitar, hilt covered with fine design in gold lacquer 
work, and velvet scabbard. 

Indian sword, long straight blade, in black leather sheath. 

Indian executioner’s sword with pierced back.

Indian battle axe, silver inlaid, and silver-mounted shaft.

CAP-A-PIE SUIT OF STEEL ARMOUR, every piece of 
which is finely engraved all over. It consists of helmet 
with high comb, gorget, back and breast plates, pauldrons, 
rere and van braces, extra long tassets or tuilles, gauntlets, 
steel boots with broad-toed solarettes, and apron of fine 
chain mail.—Believed Temp. Henry VIII. 


ANCIENT WAR AXE with semi-circular blade, spike at back, 
the shank ‘of the socket prolonged into a spear-pointed. 
blade, end of shaft heavily loaded. 

SCOTTISH HALBARD, having a broad leaf-shaped head, small 
axe with concave edge, and double back spike, the head 
is carried by a short socket with long straps on front and 
back of pole.—A facsimile of this weapon tllustrated in 
“ Ancient Scottish Weapons,” by James Drummond, R.S.A. 


PAIR FETTERS OF OLD ‘TOLBOOTH PRISON, EDINBURGH. 
Note.—These were gifted to Sir John Boyd by a lady whose 
family had been long resident in Edinburgh, and in whose 
possession they had been for many years. See description of 
Tolbooth Prison in notes to Scott's “ Heart of Midlothian.” 
The Tolbooth Prison which stood close to St. Giles’ Cathedral 
in the High Street of Edinburgh was built in 1561 and taken 
down in 1817. 
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114 CIRCULAR IVORY POWDER HORN with spring thumb-piece 
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and brass thimble, on each side is a circular indented 
piece of wood held with an ivory button, the ivory flask is 
engraved on both sides with a graceful floral scroll, and on. 
one side is inscribed the date 1579, the original cord is 
attached to the sides by steel rings. 


CIRCULAR EBONY TOUCH BOX or priming flask, with brass thumb 
piece and wooden thimble, the sides are ornamented with 
concentric circles and dots, the cup-shaped depression in 
centre is perforated from side to side of flask.—Pyrobadbly 
Temp. Commonweatth. 


Pair long brass flintlock Circassian pistols, stocks engraved 
and ornamented with studs and originally inlaid with 
scarlet enamel. 


Pair heavy horseman’s flintlock pistols, carved walnut stocks, 
and globose butts with chased oval steel butt-plates, in- 
scribed on lock plates and barrels with the maker’s name 
Batbar:” 


Pair of pocket flintlock pistols, ebony stocks beautifully 
inlaid with floral design in silver, the barrels of brass are 
removable by a screw. On one side of the lock-plate is 
inscribed the name ‘‘Jover,” and on the other ‘‘ London,” 
and on the butt is a silver shield with the initials “J. B, D.” 


STEEL HIGHLAND FLINTLOCK PISTOL with richly engraved 
barrel and ram’s horn butt, and site for slide for belt, by 
Murdoch. 


STEEL HIGHLAND FLINTLOCK PISTOL with ram’s horn butt, 
stock engraved, oval medallion on each side and monogram 
“J. M. K.,” barrel fluted at breech and slightly engraved 
and expanded at muzzle, maker’s name Shiels. 


Pair of small flintlock pistols with slides for the belt, stocks 
of wood with globose butts heavily mounted with brass, 
the lower part of the barrels are fluted and the muzzles 
reinforced by a ring, and rifled. 


Pair knight’s spurs, finely ornamented, in good condition.— 
Temp. Charles I, 
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Pair of antique spurs, shanks jointed and chased with short 
necks inclined downwards, eight point rowels.—Prodbably 
Charles I, 


Pair old Spanish spurs, silver-plated. 


ANCIENT TWO-HANDED SCOTTISH swoRD with flat oval 
pommel and hide grip, the quillons of the guard slightly 
inclined towards the point and terminating in quatrefoils 
of open circles, blade long and two edged, slightly tapering 
towards the point, with midrib, traces of engraving on 
blade, resembles sword carved on West Highland Monuments, 
—Temp. 15th or 16th Century. See cllustration. 


Two HANDED SWORD with barrel-shaped pommel, the grip 
covered with finely plated steel wire, quillons slightly 
curving towards the blade with side-rings, the blade is two- 
edged tapering towards the point and grooved in upper 
part, remains of Armourer’s mark on one side.— Probably 
English 16th Century. See tliustration. 


Small sword with flattened engraved pommel, tapering grip 
of corded. copper wire, cross guard engraved, blade two- 
edged and grooved at upper end. 


Small sword with pear-shaped pommel, grip of brass wire, 
guard curved and extended beyond the grip to form side 
ring and rear quillon, flat and highly tempered blade, 
inscribed on one side “ Lingenti.”—16¢2 Century. 


Field officer's sword in gilt scabbard, 


German sword of unusual type with flattened pommel, grip 
of copper wire, cross guard, side rihgs, thumb ring and 
cinquefoil hand-guard, two-edged broad and tapering blade. 


KNIGHT’S SWORD with heavy oval pommel, hide grip, large 
side rings of unequal size protected by plates pierced with 
differing design; quillons bent alternately to pommel and 
point, broad, long and slightly tapering grooved blade, 
and marked on each side with gold orb and cross.— 
A Spanish mark of the 16th Century. See tllustration. 
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132 Sworn (believed to belong to Knight of St. John), flat and semi- 
circular pommel, red wooden grip, spirally carved, straight 
and finely chased cross guard, two-edged and tapering 
blade, bearing on both sides the wolf mark, and on one 
side the name ‘“Solingen.”— Probably Temp.

133 Knight’s sword with mother-o’-pearl handle, brass-embossed 
cross guard, and pommel, cut and thrust blade with two 
deep grooves, and traces of engraving on one side. 

134 SWISS EXECUTIONER’S SWORD, globular pommel, tapering grip 
bound with steel wire, quillons and pommel engraved with 
graceful scroll work, very broad two-edged blade, deeply 
grooved.

135 SworD (eleved to belong to knight of Malta), the hilt and 
cross-guard of bronzed steel form the upper part of a 

_ Maltese Cross, and are embossed with figures of 
mailed knights on barded horses, the hilt bears a figure 
in casque and tall plume, half suit armour and long boots, 
who is priming a species of handgun, the back of the hilt 
is embossed with a cross-legged figure and floral design, 
the back of the cross guard has a pattern of double 
diamonds and dots, the blade is two edged, long and 
tapering, with midrib, on both sides it is finely engraved 
with an armed figure, birds and’ scrolls, and inscribed with 
mottos, the letters of which are clear, but-the language is 

_ obscure. , 

136 Sworp with oval pommel, engraved on one side with Imperial 
figure with sword, orb, and crown, and date 1662, und on 
the other with a shield surmounted by Imperial crown 
bearing three Fleur-de-lis with the motto ‘“Sitno!” Grip of 
wood, bound with hide, flat cross-guard expanded to square 
ends, engraved with scroli design and fluted in centre, 
long, two-edged and tapering blade, bearing remains of 
an armourer’s mark.

137 SworD with globular and foliated pommel, basket guard and 
circular shield, deeply pierced, cut and thrust blade with 
heavy back and slightly sabred, On both sides is engraved 
an Imperial crown and ‘military trophies and the monogram 
‘©P, W.,” gold inlaid, on one side the date’1796 and on the 
other the initials “G. H.”

149 Black steel mask of a human face ( presumed to have been part 
of a masked burgonet, which were common in the reign of 
Henry VIIL.) 


150 Steel morning star or ‘‘holy water sprinkler,” grooved and 
twisted grip, the remainder of shaft ornamented with shields 
and heraldic devices. The chains and spiked balls attached 
to rings held by a clenched hand. Pommel formed of 
two bearded faces,—Style 15th Century (A Copy). 


151 Black steel knaps-cap or lining for military head-dress, 
divided by fluted ribs into six panels which are widely 
perforated for lightness and ventilation. Common in Exza- 


bethan and later periods.

165 HAUBERK AND HOOD oR coiF of ribbed chain mail with 
long mittened sleeves, the front and back of the hauberk 
are woven in breadths which are joined by vertical lines 
of thin oblong steel plates, four of these lines appearing 
at the front of the hauberk and three at the back, the lower 
edge of which is ornamented by a line of similar thin steel 
plates which hang from it at regular intervals. The sleeves 
which cover the hands are constructed with a long opening 
on the inner side through which the hands could be slipped 
if desirable. The hood or coif of mail has an opening 
for the upper part of the face and falls over the shoulders 
protecting the wearer’s chin, throat, neck, and chest. 
Chain mail was adopted from Asiatic models in the reign of 
Ewdard /., the exact period 1s unknown.
